GUIDE TO FEDERAL REGULATIONS FOR THE IDENTIFICATION OF CATTLE MOVING INTERSTATE 


This guide provides a handy outline of identification and documents required to ship cattle interstate—across state 
lines. It does not cover Federal or State quarantine situations or the restrictions on shipping diseased animals or animals 
exposed to disease. If you have questions, get in touch with the State animal health or Veterinary Services representative in your area (see list).

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DEFINITIONS 


Interstate—From one state into or through 
any other state. 


Posted Stockyards—So designated by Packers 
and Stockyards Administration by posting 
notice of such stockyards and by publication 
in the Federal Register. 


Owner or Shippers’ Statement or Other 
Document— 
1. Other document means a shipping permit, 
an official health certificate, a bill of lading, 
a waybill, or an invoice on which is listed 
the required information. 
2. Information required on statement or 
other document: 

a. Point from which the animals are moved 
interstate. 

b. Destination of animals. 

c. Number of animals covered by the 
statement or other document. 

d. Name and address of the owner or 
shipper. 

e. Identifying numbers of the backtags 
or other approved identification applied.
